To treat ‘a yellow jacket nest use a dust formulation or a liquid 
insecticide labeled to kill the insect. Contact your county extension 
agent and ask for publication ANR-S00B. This booklet will cover 
what to use and methods of treatment. Be sure to wear full protec- 
tive clothing including long pants, long sleeved shirt, gloves, and a 
beekeepers veil. Pants cuffs should be stuffed in the boots or put a 
large rubber band around the cuff at the ankle. The last thing one 
wants is a yellow jacket flying up a trouser leg. This situation can 
change your objective drastically in just a split second. 

Traps can be used to control yellow jackets, also. A trap'can be 
used to locate nests or to simply remove a few problem yellow jack-~ 
ets. Traps should be’ baited with meat during early summer or with 
fruit juice toward middle or late summer, 

If yellow jackets are a problem around a school, church or public 
areas it is important to keep the trash cans and dumpsters clean and 
tops covered. as these containers are a magnet to yellow jackets. 

A sting from a yellow jacket can be annoying, but does not pose 
a health risk to most people. However, some people experience a 
systemic reaction that can result in respiratory problems, nausea, 
anaphylactic shock or even death. Any one experiencing any of 
these symptoms should get to a medical facility immediately. 

Yellow jackets and other stinging insects are just part of nature. 
But by taking a few precautions such as keeping the food covered 
and tops on drinks containing sweeteners, we can reduce the possi-

The bottom ‘line is $170,775 
lower than the existing. budget, 
Grimes pointed’ out the major 
items being adjusted downward.

They include: $116,000 in air- 
port grant funds, a drop. of 
$16,000: in the telephone. fran- 
chise fees, and a'$25,000 
tion in, annual SE Al 
District funds. Police fings are 
anticipated to be. down by 
$10,000, as well as an addition- 
al $20,000 drop in “othér” 
police funds.’Gasoline tax (2¢) 
is steady at $50,000 while the 
gas excise. tax’ is expected’ to 
increase by $5,000 to $40,000, 

The telephone fee drop hap- 
pened during the current year 
after the phone company found 
they had been overpaying ‘the 
City of Elba for many years... 
. due ‘to including fees on rural 
phone lines as well as those 
within the city. 

Interestingly, sales . taxes, 
gasoline tax, property taxes} 
garbage fees and sewer fees all 
remained steady. Also the alco- 
hol tax is estimated to continue 
bringing in $50,000 a, year in tax 
revenue. 

Tobacco taxes are expected to 
climb from $60,000‘ a. year to 
$65,000.
